the 
Franklin high scho o l in 1 8 7 7 . 
The 
nex t y ea r he entered Franklin co llege, 
where he gra dua ted in 3 8 8 2 , with 
the degree o f A. B., 
The co llege la t­ 
er co nferred o n him the degree o f A. 
M. 


A fter his gra duatio n he entered the 
law o ffice o f his fa ther and w a s a d ­ 
mitted to the bar in April, 188G. 
In 
1 8 9 0 he w a s made chief 
clerk to 
United Sta tes M a rsha l W. L. Dun- 
f*p, but a t the dea th o f Mr. Dunlap 
in 1 8 9 1 he ga v e up his pla ce and re­ 
timed to pra ctice law with his fa th ­ 
er.

Heike, Secretary of the Company, Was 
an Industrious Letter Writer—Some 
of These Letters Would Seem 
to 
Show, 
the 
Government 
Contends. 
That Ke Knew What Was Going cn 
in the Matter of Faise Weights. 


New York, May 27 .—The trail of the 
government prosecutors in the sugai 
frauds lias led right into the ex ecutive 
offices of the sugar trust at 117 Wall 
street, at the trial of C. R. Heike, the 
secretary of the company, and the oth­ 
er defendants before Judge Martin in 
the United States circuit court. 
In all of the previous cases and in 
the present trial up until now the evi­ 
dence collected by Prosecutor Stimsop 
and his assistants Lad has to do large­ 
ly with wliat went on where the sugar 
wa3 weighed and in the offices of the 
refiners. 
Now it has to do with what 
wrent on in Wall street, where the fig­ 
ures were put together. 
Mr. Heike 
was the defendant against whom this 
evidence was aimed. 
Mr. Heike was the letter-writer of 
the conq any. An the many years he 
had acted as its secretary he wrote 
enough letters to fill 15,000 letter-press 
copy books. 
He was the man, as the 
evidence showed, who attended person­ 
ally to every bookkeeping detail of the 
business, it would seem, watching the 
outputs of the refineries scattered ovei 
the country, ex amining their detailed 
statements made every day and every 
month and writing letters to their su­ 
perintendents if the results did not 
please. Seme of his many letters have 
been read into the evidence, and in a* 
least one instance would seem to show 
that he k: w what was going on in tlKj 
refineries. 
When the frauds were ex posed tin 
books did not balance by many tho ’ 
sands of pounds on the basis of th 
false weights procured through tin 
manipulation of the scales. With th< a 
weigh.s as a basis—and statements 
put in evidence showed this—more r> 
fined sugar was being turned out of 
the refineries than the amount of raw 
sugar that went into them, and in tfi 
refining of -sugar there is generally ;• 
loss. But the books were made to ba! 
ance in the company’s offices by inse, 
iug there amounts that practically rep 
resented the difference between the 
true weights and the false. 
The false 
w’eights were made up first and ap­ 
peared in black ink. 
Then the differ­ 
ences at the enpj of each month, care­ 
fully collected in the meantime, were 
inserted in red ink. 
Then the state­ 
ment with the black figures and the 
red figures was turned over to Mr. 
Heike. 
It was all done, according to 
the testimony, in his office. 
Mr. Heike, it appeared from his own 
letters, attended to the figures and the 
bookkeeping details. 
H. O. Havemey 
er, president of the sugar trust—now 
dead—was only interested, Mr. Heike, 
wrote his superintendents, in results 
Much cf the evidence adduced wa- 
brought in apparently with a view ol 
offsetting the contention made in favoi 
of Mr. Heike that he did not follow 
such details of the business. 
As the 
strongest card in this chain of evi 
denee connecting the frauds on the 
docks with the offices of the company 
in Wall street, Prosecutor Stimson 
read to the jury a letter addressed to 
Frank G. Turner, superintendent of 
the company s refinery in Boston, dat­ 
ed-Dec. 24, 1904, and signed by Mr 
Heike. 
It reads in part: 
“I spoke to Mr. Thomas the other 
day in reference to a change we wish 
to make in your melting account in 
order to have it conform with the melt­ 
ing accounts of the other refineries 
and which will facilitate the compari­ 
son of the workings of our several 
houses. ’ 
The letter then goes on to give the 
details of the change, and concludes: 
“On the books of the refinery, one set, 
for instance, representing the custom 
house weight on which duty is paid 
and another set representing melting 
weights, giving a larger number of 
pounds. It will be most convenient for 
you, after your statement of raw sugar 
melted has been completed, to add 
these differences to each lot. The cor­ 
rection of the technical statement I 
shall make here in New York.” 
The Mr. Thomas mentioned in this 
letter is Washington B. Thomas, the 
president of the sugar trust, who suc­ 
ceeded Mr. Havemeyer as such and 
who at the time this letter was writ­ 
ten, represented the New 
England 
stockholders on the company’s board 
of directors. 
Mr. Thomas has been 
under subpoena in the present trial, 
but for some reason the government 
decided not to call him as a witness.

In this lesson we are asked to con­ 
sider two g reat miracles, which our 
Lord sp eaks of as “the liv e loav es of 
the 5,000 and the sev en loav es of the 
4,000” (Matt, x v i, 0. 10) on one occa­ 
sion when He rebu ked the discip les 
for their lack of faith. The former is 
recorded by each of the fou r ev ang el­ 
ists and Is the only miracle recorded 
by the fou r, while the latter is record­ 
ed only by Matthew and Mark. 
In 
each case Jesu s had comp assion up on 
the mu ltitu des becau se of their hu n­ 
g er, and lie abu ndantly su p p lied their 
need by miracu lou sly increasing a 
v ery small qu antity of food. 
When 
we consider who it was who did this 
and how He had fed millions for 
many y ears with bread from heav ­ 
en and had brou g ht water from a 
rock for them, how He had cared for 
Elijah by the rav ens and multip lied 
the widow’s meal and oil and made 
twenty loav es suffice for 100 men, 
there is nothing remarkable in His do­ 
ing this g reat thing , for His v ery 
name is “Wonderfu l.” If we consider 
the first miracle, the 5,000 fed, we 
shall, I think, cov er the other also. The 
ap ostles had g athered to Jesu s and 
had told Ilim all that they had done 
and tau g ht, and He had taken them 
aside to rest awhile, for there were so 
many coming and g oing that they had 
no leisu re ev en to eat. (I am consid­ 
ering the lesson with a harmony of 
the g osp els before me. 
The stu dent 
of the lesson shou ld do the same.) 
It is said by John that the mu ltitu des 
followed Ilira becau se they saw His 
miracles which He did on them that 
were diseased. 
Whatev er their mo­ 
tiv e was, He took adv antag e of their 
g athering to sp eak to them of the 
king dom of God and to heal them 
that had need of healing (John v i, 2; 
Luke, ix , 11). 
lie was ev er sp eaking of the king - 
dom and setting forth by word and 
deed the natu re of it. 
If we were 
more like Him in this resp ect it would 
be better. 
When the day was far 
sp ent Ills discip les u rg ed Him to 
send the mu ltitu des away that they 
mig ht g o into the v illag es rou ndabou t 
and bu y themselv es bread, bu t lie 
said what mu st hav e sounded v ery 
strang e, “They need not dep art; g iv e 
y e them to eat.” I believ e that is still 
His messag e to all who hav e the bread 
of life. 
There is in chu rch work to­ 
day an Andrew and Philip brother­ 
hood, and if they are doing as Andrew 
and Philip did in John i. bring ing men 
to Jesu s, it is well, bu t in John v i. in 
connection with ou r lesson, we need 
to take warning and not ex amp le 
from Philip and Andrew, for the first 
fig ured as to how lie thou g ht the thou ­ 
sands mig ht be fed. and Andrew seems 
almost to ask p ardon for mentioning 


su ch a trifle as the p resence of a lad 
with fiv e loav es and two small fishes. 
They both seemed u tterly to forg et 
who Jesu s was. 
They remind u s of 
the mou ntain, * or the day of small 
thing s, of Zach. iv , 7. 10. forg etting 
v erse G and its teaching , that in the 
work of the Lord all mu st be accom­ 
p lished not by mig ht nor p ower of 
man, bu t by the Sp irit of the Lord. 
When Jesu s heard of the lad’s loav es 
and fishes lie said, “Bring them hither 
to Me.” 
Now, that is the one only 
thing to do alway s—p u t ou rselv es and 
ju st what we are or hav e wholly and 
u nreserv edly into His hands, remem­ 
bering that He alway s knows what 
He will do, and when Ilis time comes 
to act we may hear Him say , “Now 
shalt thou see what I will do” (John 
v i, G; Ex . v i, 1). It is nev er a qu estion 
of who we are or what we hav e or 
can do, bu t only who is He, and what 
can He do. 
To say or think “Can 
God do this?” is to sp eak ag ainst Him. 
Jesu s took the loav es and fishes 
and g av e thanks, looking u p to heav ­ 
en, and, hav ing blessed the food, He 
brake it and g av e it to the discip les, 
and by them to the mu ltitu de, and all 
did eat as much as they would and

Which 
was better—to send them away or 
g iv e them to eat? The discip les had 
nothing to start with, bu t see the 
abu ndance they had at the close. 
Some one has said that this p articu lar 
miracle was the resu lt of .one little 
boy ’s g iv ing all he had to Jesu s. 
W hat a story that lad would hav e to 
tell his mother when he retu rned home 
of the wonders wrou g ht by Jesu s with 
her loav es and fishes, and how strang e­ 
ly joy fu l he mu st hav e felt to see 
su ch a mu ltitu de so fed and filled with 
what he had g iv en up ! 
Surely he 
mu st hav e become a dev oted follower 
of Jesu s. How we would like to know 
the rest of his story ! I believ e I am 
g reatly indebted to him for the way 
the Lord has g raciou sly u sed ire In 
Bible class and missions for ov er 
twenty y ears. 
Althoug h I had then 
and hav e now a v ery small chu rch, 
with a comp arativ ely small salary , 
when y ou stu dy this lesson I » hall 
hav e receiv ed and p assed on to mis­ 
sions In twenty -one y ears ov er half 
a million of dollars withou t p ersonal 
solicitation from any one. 
It is the 
lo rd’s doing .

The only answer that can be g iv en 
to the qu estion “Is the United States of 
America a Christian nation?” is that 
It is. 
To say that a nation is a 
Christian nation does not mean that 
ev ery citizen of that cou ntry is a 
Christian, nor does it mean that there 
are no adherents of other relig ions 
within its bounds 
The Chinese em­ 
p ire is Oonfucian, so far as relig ion is 
concerned, bu t mu ltitu des of its p eop le 
are not followers of Confucius, bu t are 
Bu ddhists. Brahmans and Christians. 
So it is to a g reater or less ex tent with 
all nations 
But the United States in 


nu mbers, in the character of its g ov ­ 
ernment, in its history and dev elop ­ 
ment, is by far more Christian than 
China is Confu cian or India is Brah­ 
man. 
It is more distinctiv ely of one 
p articu lar relig ion (Christianity ) than 
p erhap s any other nation in the world. 
1. Nu merically ou r nation is a Chris­ 
tian nation. The recent relig ious cen­ 
su s g iv es the total membership of 
Christian chu rches as abou t 33,000,000. 
Bu t actu al membership In the Chris­ 
tian chu rch does not beg in to include 
the entire nu mber of ou r p eop le who 
are Christian in heart and in belief. 
Ev fery actu al chu rch member rep re­ 
sents on an av erag e between one and 
two who are Christians in p reference 
to any other relig ion, so that within a 
few millions of ou r p op ulation, and 
they rep resenting u nbelief rather than 
faith in any other relig ion, all our 
p eop le are p rofessors or adv ocates of 
Christianity . 
No other relig ion has 
any nu merical hold up on ou r nation. 
2. Our nation, from a historical 
standp oint, alway s has been Christian. 
Christian p eop le settled ou r land. God 
led them here from ty ranny and p er­ 
secu tion abroad. 
In all their stru g ­ 
g les and dang ers they p u t their tru st 
in God, and lie blessed and help ed 
them. 
In all g reat national crises 
we hav e dep ended up on the God of 
Christianity . Moreov er, today , in p eace 
as in time of war, in qu iet as in 
storm, ou r nation g oes steadily on ad­ 
v ancing in Christian civ ilization. 
3. In the basic p rincip les of her g ov ­ 
ernment ou r nation is Christian. God's 
name may not be written in the consti­ 
tu tion of the United States, bu t it is 
p lainly written in the character of that 
immortal document. If not written in 
the constitu tion it is stamp ed up on our 
coins, and when a p op u lar p resident 
decided to omit the motto “In God We 
Tru st” the p eop le demanded its reten­ 
tion, and it was retained. None bu t a 
Christian nation would hav e taken 
su ch a v ig orous p osition and comp elled 
its op inion to be reg arded. The laws 
of ou r states are p ractically Christian 
as well as the v ast majority of ou r of­ 
ficeholders. No atheist could be elected 
to any imp ortant office in ou r land. 
Robert G. Ing ersoll was once u nder 
consideration as a candidate for g ov ­ 
ernor of New York, bu t his p arty 
dared not nominate him becau se of 
his ag nosticism. Some time later he 
sarcastically asked, “W hat g ood has 
Christianity ev er done any way ?” 
A 
clev er elderly lady at once rep lied, “It 
kep t Robert Ing ersoll from being g ov ­ 
ernor of New York.” That was a g reat 
g ood at least. 
4. The attitu de of our nation toward 
foreig n missions demonstrates that it 
is Christian. This nation su rp asses all 
other Christian nations in its foreig n 
mission 
benev olence 
and activ ities. 
America is looked up on by the world 
as the g reatest force for the ev ang eli­ 
zation of the heathen nations. “Ev an­ 
g elize America and throu g h America 
the world” is a common slog an. Let 
u s sp eed the day when America shall 
be absolu tely Christian. Let ev ery Eu- 
deav orer be a g ood citizen and not 
neg lect or av oid the du ties of citizen­ 
ship . Let not ex tent of territory , the 
fast increase and p ossession of wealth, 
the adv ance of commercial ism, be the 
basis of the p roud ex clamation “I am 
an American.” but rather let it be the 
increasing ly assu red fact that this is 
a nation “whose C< d is the Lord” and

for Ills inheritance/*

were lost. 
The disaster was due to the reck ­ 
lessness of the subm arine’s command­ 
er in attem pting to pass under the 
pack et. 
He miscalculated the depth 
required for this feat and the subm ar­ 
ine struck the steam er. 
Although the 
accident occurred in full sunlight, the 
captain of the Ville de Calais failed to 
see the Pluv oise, which was m aneuv er­ 
ing half submerged at the time of the 
accident. 
The first the captain k new of the 
presence of the subm arine was when 
the crash came. 
The Ville de Calais 
had just sailed from Calais when one 
of her paddle-wheels struck something. 
The steam er receiv ed an extremely 
v iolent shock and she stopped at once. 
H er captain thought at first that the 
pack et had hit a submerged wreck , but 
a short time later part of the Pluv oise 
appeared rising from the w ater behind 
the Ville de Calais. 
The captain ordered a boat to be 
lowered from the steam er to go to the 
aid of the submarine. The sailors who 
manned the boat actually stepped on 
the small deck of the Pluv oise and 
k nock ed lcudiv on the iron plating 
They receiv ed 110 response, howev er 
from the men inside, and in a few sec­ 
onds 
the 
Pluv oise 
made a sudden 
plunge and disappeared. 
The sailor^ 
from the Vilie de Calais had scarcely 
time to regain their boat before the 
subm arine sank 
It is regarded as v ery strange that 
the subm arine was maneuv ering di­ 
rectly in the track of the cross-channel 
steamers. 
The news of the accident 
caused an enormous sensation at Cal 
ais and in Paris, where it had been 
hoped that the long series of disasters 
to French subm arine boats was at lest 
ended.
